Souther Manufacturers Move 
“Against Foreign Ores 


Price on Fine Grades Lowered $1 Per 


Ton and That on Forge and 
Mottled Iron Is Reduced 
$1.50—Great Demand 


Expected. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March $31.—The 
price of iron for future shipments has 
been lowered $1 on a ton for the high 
grades and $1.0 on forge and mottled 
iron. 

This announcement was made today by 

Captain H. §S. Chamberlar\ president 
of the Roane Jorn Company, and one 
of the best informed furnace men in 
this section. 
. Captain Chamberlan said that this 
change in prices is the result of the large 
importations that are being made from 
foreign countries, 

“The amount of ore shipped to this 
country from Hurope has been constantly 


growing and now in order to stop this’ 


encroachment of foreign capital it has 


hbecome necessary for this reduction in 
‘the cost of iron to be made by the south- 


ern manufacturers. 

“Under the circumstances this seems 
the wise thing to do. While consumption 
is heavy and the market is strong, yet if 
too much foreign iron comes in, the Tre- 
sult would be disastrous. 

“The outlook is very bright and there 
are no signs of weakness or a reduced 
output in any direction.

If not, wouldn’t it be well, in connec- 
tion with the municipal lighting propo 
sitions that are now before the coun- 
cil, to ascertain what other cities are 
paying for lights? 

In doing this let us not take the 
figures of interested parties, of rival 
companies or of any one who is dis- 
posed ito consider the matter in @ 
partisan spirit; but, rather, let us 


_look to authorities that are admitted- 
ly impartial. 


The Constitution published on Sun- 
day last extracts from a recent bulle- 
iin issued by the League of American 
Munfcipalities that will be of value in 
this connection. Certainly an associa 
tion devoted solely to the better mu- 
nicipal government of cities and made 
up of men who have given much 
thought and service to matters of this 
nature, will be accepted as an impar- 
tial authority. 

A recent bulletin issued by this as- 
sociation gives statistics of 170 cities 
which are supplied with electric lights 
by private corporations, and of forty- 
six cities that operate their own 
plants. The figures given are official. 

For the sake of brevity, The Consti- 
tution has taken for comparison the 
first eight cities of each class, using 
lights of the same candle power 
(2,000) as are in use in Atlanta, as fol- 
lows:

These we find in the last issue of 
The Engineering News, a periodical 
that ig an accepted authority\in two 
continents on all matters of this na- 
ture. Being one of the oldest as weil 
as one of the most prominent tethni- 
cal magazines \m the world, it camnot 
be suspected that it could treat a stb- 
ject of this magnitude in any but the 
most careful and unbiased way. In 
The Engineering News we find eight ' 


cities of Atlanta’s class whose electric |\ 


lights, of the same candle power as 
used in Atlanta, are furnished by pri- 
vate corporations, paying the follow- 
ing prices:

An average cost of $64.45. Four of 
these cities are almost exactly Atlan- 
ta’s size, and the others are not much 
smaller. 

But The Engineering News makes 
some comparisons of its own, and they 
are striking ones. It says: 


The 68 cities using 2,000 c. p. 
purchasing from private companies, pay 
an average price of $88.60; lowest being 
Evansville, Ind.. which pays $60, and the 
highest being Haverhill, Mass.. paying 
$125 per year per light--while New York 
pays $146 per lgmp per year for its 2,000 
c: p. lamps. 

“The six. cities operating their own 
municipal plants burning 2,000 c. p, lamps 
pay an average price of $66.45 per lamp 
per year, the lowest being paid by Coltim. 
bus, Ohio, $47. and the highest Jackson- 
ville, Fla., $90. It must be remarked, 
however, that Jacksonville, Pla., selis its 
lights to the city at a profit and at the 
end of the year pays back to the city the 
amount over its operating expenses. 

Here, then, we have official data 
on which to base negotiations for 
lighting the city of Atlanta. 

First—Under private contract, the 
average cost of lights in cities of At- 
lanta’s class, as indicated, is $64.45; 
as aghinst $82.50 paid by Atlanta. 4 

Second—Under municipal owner! 
ship, the average cost of lights of 
Same candle power as are used in 
Atlanta is $66.45. 

As a matter of fact, there is no 
reason why Atlanta should pay more 
for her lights than the lowest rate be-

Right here let it be ‘borne in mind 
that cities all over the country have 
been or are being forced to adopt mu- 
nicipal ownership. Chicago went to 
it in order to reduce the cost of lights 
from $200 to $53.51 per year. Detroit 
adopted municipal ownership and now 
gets her lights for $63.82 per year, as 
against $132.41 under private contract. 
An electric lighting trust in New York 
is now forcing that city to pay $146 
per year for its lights, and now a 
municipal ownership movement is on 
foot there, headed by Mayor Low. The 
story is the same everywhere. 

Look at it as we may, the conclusion 
forces itself that the day of cheaper 
electric lighting—either under private 
contract or through municipal plants 
—is at hand, and Atlanta would be 
foolish, it would be a reckless: waste 
of the people’s money, not to take 
advantage of the opportunity that we 
now have to cut down ‘this city’s 
lighting bill from one-fourth to one- 
third. The council] cannot get around 
this: proposition, if it would.

The Spirit That Moves Mountains. 

The incomparable, the unconquera- 
ble “«..anta spirit” has once more 
manifested itself in a manner most 
convincing. 

The movement to secure a_ great 
Presbyterian university for this city 
has again demonstrated that the peo- 
ple of Atlanta move together as one 
man when their city’s interests are at 
stake—and that they know no such 
word as fail. 

A few months ago the suggestion 
was made that if Atlanta would raise 
a quarter of a million dollars for the

But to raise a quarter of a‘ million 
dollars is no small undertaking for 
any city—except Atlanta. For this 
city the proposition was as good as 
accepted the day it was made. 

The day fixed for Atlanta to give 
her answer was April 1. April 1 is 
here—and Atlanta is ready. The 
$250,000 asked of her is assured and 
she has been less than ninety days 
doing it. 

Where, may we not ask, is such. 
public\ spirit ever shown, except in 
Atlanta? What city in the country, 
double r treble or quadruple Atlan- 
ta’s size, can match Atlanta in the 
matter of; public enterprise? 

It is but another evidence of “the 
Atlanta spirit’ in action. It is the 
Spirit that recognizes no obstacles; 
that forgets’ self for the common 
good; that storns to stop short of 
success whenever it is aroused. 

This whole movement has been an 
inspiration, an pject lesson in public 
enterprise and

Aiderman Inman states fully the rea- 
sons which impelled him to gppose the 
bond issues prior to yesterday and also 
gives the reasons which are responsible 
for his present determination to vote for 
the issues. 

His card is as follows: 

To the. Public: 

My position in reference to the bond 
issue proposed some weeks since has not 
been fully understood, and I desire now 
to make a statement in reference to this 
matter. 

I have never assumed at ‘any time dur- 
ing the prégress of this question the right 
to represent any faction or party.. All my 
actions have been taken from the stand- 
puint alone of either my official position, 
or my personal belief as a private citi- 
zen. | | 

Among the reasons which actuated me 
in opposing the issue of $400,000 of bonds 
for sewers and $400,000 for water were the 
following: 

After gq careful examination of the mat- 
ter, I did not believe the city needed this 
sum of $800,000 at this time. I need go 
no further into this matter than to state 
that while $400,000 was proposed for the 
Sewers, yet the city engineer’s reports 
shewed that all the main trunk sewers 
could be carried to the city limits at a to- 
tal cose of $217,000, or about one-half of 
the sum suggested, It was entirely clear 
to my mind that. the waterworks depart- 
ment did not meed and could not now 
properly spend the sum of $400,000. 

It is very questionable whether either 
u priviate citizen engaged in private bus!i- 
ness, or a city engaged in an enormous 
public business, should incur a maximum 
Indebtedness. It is a dangerous step to 
exhaust one’s entire resources for one 
purpose when the future contains so many 
unexpected demands. I do not believe 
the present condition of affairs author- 
ized this step. 

To bond or mortgage the property of 
either corporation or individual to the 
fullest possible extent, necessarily leaves 
impaired credit. The proposition to issue 
$800,000 of bonds carried this city to the 
constitutional limit. 

It is conceded that the capacity of 
the city to properly d economically 
expend money for water and sewers does 
not exceed $200,000 per year. The wisdom 
of putting in hand at once $800,000 when 
only $200,000 per year could be spent, was 
not clear to my mind. The possession of 
money by public officials carries wit, it a 
grave temptation to spend. I saw no 


* reason why this should be assumed. I 


do not mean to in any way cast the 
slightest degree of doubt upon the compe- 
tency or honesty of any public official, 
but this administration, from the mayor 
down will be out of office before one- 
half of the $800,000 could be spent. I 
thought it the part of prudence to let the 
citizens select the agents who were to 
epend the last half of this sum. The 
question whether any prudent business 
man would irrevocably assume an in- 
debtedness of this sort, knowing the 
money must be spent by agents anf 
without knowing who the agents would 
be, is one which would be speedily de- 
termined by him. 

It did not seem to me that proper busi- 
ness restrictions were placed around the 
Proposed issue.

Wants 6,000,000 Tags. 

The department of agriculture has just 
called fcr bids for the necessary supply 
of fertilizer tags for the coming year. 
The department has to have these tags 
or part of them early in the fall, and, as 
there are so many of them to be furnish- 
ed, it requires a long time to turn out 
the work. It is required that one-half 
of the tags needed shall be furnished by 
September 15, 193, and the balance by 
December 1 followjng. 

The department advertises for bids on 
6,000,000 tags, of which 2,000,000 are to be 
cotton seed meal tags printed in green, 
and four million fertilizer tags printed 
in black. This amount of tags is suffi- 
cient to tag 200,000 tons of cotton seed 
meal and 400,000 tons of fertilizers. Though 
it is not anticipated that such a large 
amount of tags will be disposed of, the de- 
partment is desirous of being on the safe 
side, preferring to have some left on hand 
when the season closes than not to have 
enough to supply the demand. 

The sale of this amount of tags for

City Engineer Clayton Gives State- 
ment Showing That Half of City 
Is Without Water Supply. 


The fact that practically half of At- 
lanta has no water supply is disclosed in 


TT. Hopkins, chairman of the committee 
on publication, of the bond campaign coOm- 
mittee, by City Engineer R. M. Clayton. 
Of the 227 miles of streets in the city, 
only 111 have water mains on them. 

The letter of City Engineer Clayton fol- 
lows: 

“Mr Charles T. Hopkins, Chairman 
Committee on Publication. Dear Sir: I 
desire to submit the following data in ref- 
erence .to the present prsesing needs of 
the water works department. 

“Out of 227 miles of street, only lil 
carry water mains; 116 miles of street 
are without water, making 61 per cent of 
the total street mileage. Among the 
streets without water I would mention

MILLIONS FOR PHILIPPINES. 


Payment Made in Gold Certificates 
of Large Denominations. 

New York, March 31.—The $3,000,000 for 
the use of the Philippine government was 
disbursed at the subtreasury today. The 
warrant was drawn to the order of the 
Guaranty Trust Company, but by special 
arrangement was presented by the West- 
ern National bank. Payment was made 
in gold certificates of large deniminations. 
It is understood that the Guaranty Trust 
Company arranged for the transfer of the 
$3,000,000 some time ago by liberal pur- 
chasers of exchanges. Aside from this, 
however, the purchase by the war de- 
partment of $2,500,000 bar gold to be miht- 
ed into Philippine coin has the effect of 
keeping practically the entire $3,000,000 in 
this country.

Many Circumstances Point to Pen- 
nell as Murderer, but Judge 


Says He Has Not Been 
Proven Guilty—Action 
of Mrs. Hull. 


ete 


Buffalo, N. Y.,- March &81.—The ver- 
dict in the Burdick inquest handed down 
by Judge Murphy today, while stating 
that the identity of the murderer of Ed- 
win L. Burdick has not been proven, 
practicaily charges Arthur R. Pennell, the 
dead lawyer, with the crime. Pennell had 
a stronger motive than any one else for 
putting Burdick out of the way, Judge 
Murphy says, and all the facts brought 
out by the inquest constitute just grounds 
for the issuance of a warrant against 
Pennell if he were alive. The verdict 
is softened somewhat so far as it relates 
to Pennell by the statement that if Pen- 
nell were alive he would be given. the 
presumption of innocence until proven 
guilty. 


No Woman in “Den.” 

In the opinion of Judge Murphy, Bur- 
dick had no woman guest in his ‘“‘den’”’ on 
the night of the murder and the crime 
was not the work of a burglar. He exon- 
orates Mrs. Gertrude B. Paine and Miss 
Hutchinson from any connection with the 
crime and in conclusion criticises Mrs. 
Maria A. Hull and censures Mrs, Bur- 
dick, the former for her attitude toward 
the authorities and the inconsistency of 
her actions with the theory that she had 
no knowledege of the murder. ‘ 

Judge Murphy stated this afternoon 
that he will hold the inquest into the 
death of Arthur R. Pennell the latter 
part of this week or the first of next 
week. ‘’. 

“The Burdick incident has taught us 
me thing,’’ said Judge Murphy, “‘that is to 
hold such investigations promptly. The 
police court inquest is the most natura! 
machinery under ine law for investigat- 
Under it persons un- 
der suspicion can be brought before a 
magistrate and compelled to tell what 
they know, while there are no sentimen- 
tal persons to shout against a ‘third de- 
gree.’ It abolishes the ‘third degree’ ab- 
solutely.’’ 

Report of the Judge. 

At the beginning of his report, Judge 

Murphy certified that the cause of Bur- 


_ @ick’s death “‘was compound comminuted 


multiple fracture of the skull. That said 
fracture was the result of several blows 
by some person with a dull edged weapon. 
The said. blows were delivered with 
homicidal intent and the identity of said 
person has not been. proved.’”’ | 

He reviews briefly the events of the ev- 
ening preceding the murder as brought 
aut in the testimony, which, he says, 
does not show that anything unusual oc- 
entred at the house in the forepart of 
the night. The history of the finding of 
Burdick’s body next morning and of the 
events preceding its discovery as related 
by the different members of the house- 
hold is told and the discrepancies in the 
testimony of the servants and Mrs. Hull 
are pointed out. Continuing, Judge Mur- 
phy mentions the testimony of Dr. Marcy, 
in which he said he sent for Dr. How- 
land, the deputy medical examiner. The 
iwo physicians had a conversation in 
which Dr. Marcy said if the death proved 
to be suicidal it would save the name 
and family a great deal of scandal. Dr. 
Howland said: ~ 

“I don't think it is suicide’ and Dr. 
Marcy agreed with him. 

Motive for the Crime. 

“Where is the motive for this crime”’ 
asks Judge Murphy and then he takes up 
the relations of Mrs. Burdick and Pen- 
nell and says that it seems that five 
years ago on the occasion of a visit to 
‘New Haven by the Burdicks and Pen- 
nelils, Mes. Burdick ‘gave the love which 
belonged to her husband to another. She 
loved Pennell, and'‘he apparently became 
infatuated with her. Burdick learned the 
truth and a separation followed, but be- 
cause love for her children, he took his 
wife back and forgave the author of 
his wrong upon his promise to leave 
Buffalo. 

“This promise and the promise which 
Mrs. Burdick made to her husband,”’ says 
Judge Murphy, “were shamelessly 
broken. 

“Finally. Mr. Burdick told her she must 
leave his house and he appiied for the 
divorce. which action she did not caré to 


defend, as she wished to marry Pennell, |

He was very much excited 
the next morning and went and purchascd 
a revolver. The clerks present at the saie 
state that at that time he did not appear 
at all Hke himself.’’ 

Threats by Pennell. 

The judge tells of Pennell’s visits to 
the falls on the morning of the discov- 
ery of the murder; of the message to his 
wife to bring the papers and of his failure 
to return for dinner that evening. Con- 
tinuing, the judge says in one of Pennell’s 
letters to Mrs. Burdick there was a 
threat that he would kill her husband. 
The cashier and bartender of a New York 
hotel also testified that he said he would 
kill a certain man and Mrs. Pennell 
had written Burdick a warning letter. 
Pennell had complete knowledge of the 
Burdick home and considering his rela- 
tions with the family, it would have been 
an easy matter for him to obtain a key 
thereto. Altogether these facts would, 
in my. opinion, constitute just grounds 
of suspicion on which’a warrant could 
be issued were he alive. That would not 
mean, however, that he was guilty, He 
would have the right to a trial.’’ 

‘Ine report continues: 

‘He can never be placed on trial here, 
nor can his case ever be judicially de- 
termined. Let us be as fair, then, to the 
dead as the law presumes us to be to the 
living. He must be presumed to be in- 
nocent until proven guilty.” 

The finding ,in the evidence does not 
sustain the theory that Burdick had the 
woman’ in his den that night nor has it 
disclosed a single immoral act on his 
part, and concludes: 

‘It portrays him as a loving father, 
and more than magnanimous and forgiv- 
ing husband. Mrs. Paine and Miss Hutch- 
inson, whose names have been unfavor- 
ably brought into this case, are so far 
as this inquest is able to determine, com- 
pletely exonerated. 

Actions of Mrs. Hull. 

“The actions of Mrs. Hull on that morn- 
ing and her testimony on the stand have 
caused me much thought and study. To 
my mind, they are inconsistent with the 
perfect want of knowledge as to what had 
occurred. So little apparent feeling for 
the dead man; such an evident desire to 
cover up the crime and no disposition 
whatever to aid the authorities in appre- 
hending the murderer, may be explainable, 
but has not been explained. The opening 
of the windows from the inside and no 
one having gone through as indicated by 
the snow and ice on the ledge, would

That Is the Verdict in the 
Burdick Inquest 


Many Circumstances Point to Pen- 
nell as Murderer, but Judge 
Says He Has Not Been 
Proven Guilty—Action 
of Mrs. ull.

Buffalo, N. Y., March $l.—The ver- 
dict in the Burdick inquest handed down 
by Judge Murphy today, while stating 
that the identity of the murderer of BEd- 
win lL. Burdick has not been proven, 
practicaily charges Arthur R. Pennell, the 
dead lawyer, with the crime. Pennell had 
a stronger motive than any one else for 
putting Burdick out of the way, Judge 
Murphy says, and all the facts brought 
out by the inquest constitute just grounds 
for the issuance of a warrant against 
Pennell if he were alive. The verdict 
is softened somewhat so far as it relates 
to Pennell by the statement that if Pen- 
nell were alive he would be given the 
presumption of inmocence until proven 
guflty. ? 

No Woman in “Den.”’ 

In the opinion of Judge Murphy, Bur- 
dick had no woman guest in his ‘“‘den’”’ on 
the night of the murder and the crime 
was not the work of a burglar. He exon- 
orates Mrs. Gertrude B. Paine and Miss 
Hutchinson fnom any connection with the 
crime and in conclusion criticis®s Mrs. 
Maria A. Hull and censures Mrs, Bur- 
dick, the former for her attitude toward 
the authorities and the inconsistency of 
her actions with the theory that she had 
no knowledege of the murder. 

Judge Murphy stated this afternoon 
that he will hold the inquest into the 
death of Arthur R. Pennell the latter 
part of this week or the first of next 
week. ™. 

“The Burdick incident has taught us 
sme thing,”’ said Judge Murphy, “that is to 
hold such investigations promptly. The

Report of the Judge. 

At the beginning of his report, Judge 
Murphy certified that the cause of Bur- 
dick’s death “‘was compound comm )nuted 
multiple fracture of the skull. That said 
fracture was the result of several blows 
by some person with a dull edged weapon. 
The said. blows were delivered with 
homicidal intent and the identity of said 
person has not been proved.’’ 

He reviews briefly the events of the ev- 
ening preceding the murder as brought 
mut in the testimony, which, he says, 
does not show that anything unusual oc- 
enfred at the house in the forepart of 
the night. The history of the finding of 
Burdick’s body next morning and of the 
events preceding its discovery as related 
by the different members of the house- 
hold is told and the discrepancies in the 
testimony of the servants and Mrs. Hull 
are pointed out. Continuing, Judge Mur- 
phy mentions the testimony of Dr. Marcy, 
in which he said he sent for Dr. How- 
land, the deputy medical examiner. The 
two physicians had a conversation in 
which Dr. Marcy said if the death proved 
to be suicida] it would save the name 
and family a great deal of scandal, Dr. 
Howland said: ~ 

“I don't think it is suicide’ 
Marcy agreed with him. 

Motive for the Crime. 

“Where is the motive for this crime”’ 
asks Judge Murphy and then he takes up 
the relations of Mrs. Burdick and Fen- 
nell and says that it seems that five 
yéars ago on the occasion of a visit to 
New Haven by the Burdicks and Pen- 
nells, Mes. Burdick ‘gave the love which 
belonged to her hugband to another. . She 
loved Pennell, and*he apparently became 
infatuated with her. Burdick learned the 
truth and a separation followed, but be- 
cause love for her children, he took his 
wife back and forgave the author of 
hie wrong upon his promise to leave 
Buffalo. 

“This promise and the promise which 
Mrs. Burdick made to her husband,”’ says 
Judge Murphy, ‘were shamelessly 
broken. 

“Finally. Mr. Burdick told her she must 
leave his house and he appiied for the 
divorce. which action she did not caré to 
defend, as she wished to marry Pennell,

Burdick, and Pennell had detectives shad- 
owing Burdick.’’ 

“So far as appears from the evidence,” 
Says the judge, ‘‘Pennell had not suc; 
ceeded in compromising Burdick in any 
way. Burdick, however, had a lot of evi- 
dence, consisting of letters written by 
Pennell to Mrs. Burdick, of such a gush- 
ing, love-sick, importuning nature thut 
the publication meant complete humilia- 
tion and social ruin to their author., This 
of all others, says the justice, was the 
motive strong enough to incite a desper- 
ate mind already steeped in wrong do- 
ing to so foul and cruel a murder. Did 
he do it? Was he responsible for it? He 
had returned from the dead man’s wife 
the day before the murder. He was here 
that night. He was very much excited 
the next morning and went and purchased 
a revolver. The clerks present at the saie 
state that at that time he did not appear 
at all Hke himself.’’ 

Threats by Pennell. 

The. judge tells of Pennell’s visits to 
the falls on the morning of the discov- 
ery of the murder; of the message to his 
wife to bring the papers and of his failure 
to return for dinner that evening. Con- 
tinuing, the judge says in one of Pennell’s 
letters to Mrs. Burdick there was a 
threat that he would kill her husband. 
The cashier and bartender of a New York 
hotel also testified that he said he would 
kill a certain man and Mrs. Pennell 
had written Burdick a warning letter. 
Pennell had complete knowledge of the 
Burdick home and considering his rela- 
tions with the family, it would have bgen 
an easy matter for him to obtain a key 
thereto. Altogether these facts would, 
in my opinion, constitute just grounds 
of suspicion on which’a warrant could 
be issued were he alive. That would not 
mean, however, that he was guilty. He 
would have the right to a trial.’ 

Ihe report continues: 

“He can never be placed on trial here, 
nor can his case ever be judicially de- 
termined. Let us be as fair, then, to the 
dead as the law presumes us to be to the 
living. He must be presumed to be in- 
nocent until proven guilty.” 

The finding ,in the evidence does not 
sustain the theory that Burdick had the 
woman in his den that night nor has it 
disclosed a single immoral act on his 
part, and concludes: 

“It portrays him as a loving father, 
and more than magnanimous and forgiv- 
ing husband. Mrs. Paine and Miss Hutch- 
inson, whose names have been unfavor- 
ably brought into this case, are so far 
as this inquest is able to determine, com- 
pletely exonerated. 

Actions of Mrs. Hull. 

‘“The actions of Mrs. Hull on that morn- 
ing and her testimony on the stand have 
caused me much thought and study. To 
my mind, they are inconsistent with the 
perfect want of knowledge as to what had 
occurred. So little apparent feeling for 
the dead man; such an evident desire to 
cover up the crime and no disposition 
whatever to aid the authorities in appre- 
hending the murderer, may be explainable, 
but has not been explained. The opening 
of the windows from the inside and no 
one having gone through as indicated by 
the snow and ice on the ledge, would

“Much credit should be given to Dr. 
John R. Howland for his refusal to en- 
tertain the suggestion of suicide. But 
for his rugged honsety, we may Never 
have known that one of the most clever and 
shocking murders of this or any other age 
had been committeed at our very doors. 
This is essentially a city of homes where 
the marriage contract is looked upon as 
the corner stone of society and is some- 
thing that is sacyedly regarded by all. 
To make little of it is to forfeit the 
good will and respect of our people and 
to invite their most severe censure. It 
is our duty to censure Mrs. Burdick. 
But great as her wrong has been, great 
is her punishment.”’

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DEAL IN COTTON. 
“COST HIM DEAR 


Poullain. Sold Staple for 
FutureDelivery--Verdict 
Against Him. 


By the verdict returned by the jury in 
the United States cireuit court yesterday, 
H. C. Poullain. of Jackson ccunty, is to 
pay $12,346:20, and certain costs of court 
in addition, for several deals in cotton 
which he made in the summer of 1900 and 
failed to carry out in the fall. 

The verdict was rendered _on the pe- 
tition-of the Pelzer Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Pelzer. Anderson county, 5. C., 
who alleged that during July and August 
of 1900 Poullain madé contracts with them 
to deliver 1.900 bales of cotton of 3500 
pounds each during November and De- 
cember of that year. 

The lot was contracted for at several 
different times during the two months, 
the price agreed to be paid ranging from 
8 1-8 to 8 7-16. In the petition the several 
contracts are summarized and the state- 
ment made that the amounb called for 
by all the contracts was $78,656.25. 

However. during the year cotton went 
up and on December 31, the last day on 
which the contract could have been ful- 
filled, sold for 9 1-2 cents per pourid._ 

The petitioners alleged that the 1,90 
bales of cotton was called for by their 
mill and that they had to purchase it at 
the advanced price, costimg them $90,250. 

They charged breach of contract on the 
part of Poullain and asked the court to 
award them judgment for the amount 
of the difference between the price 
stipulated in the contracts and the 
amount they actually paid out for tie 
cotton. This difference was $11,596.75. 

The verdict of the jury gives them 
judgment for a little over $990 less prin- 
cipal than they asked for, while the in- 
terest added puts the amount nearly 
$1,000 above this ficure.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 31.—(Special.)—It is 
now practically an assured fact that Ma- 
con is to have an auditorium with a 
seating capacity of at least five thousand, 
possibly seven thousand people. 

When the national government deter- 
mined to give Macon a new federal build- 
ing it was known that the occupants of 
the present structure would be given tem- 
porary quarters at the government's ex- 
pense. In fact, the appropriation bill pro- 
viding for the new buiiding carried an 
item of $11,000 for rental of temporary 
quarters. This fact of itself gave Macon 
an opportunity which rarely comes the 
way of any city to secure_an auditorium, 
a structure which the people here have 
long had in contemplation. 

Acting upon the idea that the money 
designated for a temporary /use by the 
government might be turned into a per- 
manency by the city, the Macon board of 
aldermen, the Macon Chamber of Com- 
merce and the people generally went to 
work. 


Next to the city hall on the Cotton 
avenu@ side is a large vacant lot which 
could accomodate a building suitable for 
the government officials now quartered in 
the postoffice building. With $11,000 as a 
nucleus, it became an easy question to 
raise a sufficient amount of money to 
make the building, which the government 
Officials will occupy while the new federal 
structure is going up, a permanent one. 

The proposition in is infancy caught 
the public favor, and when a suggestion 
was made to donate the vacant lot for 
that purpose it met with general indorse- 
ment. 

Now that the government building is 
soon to - be vacated and « temporary 
structure ‘provided for it, energetic 
Maconians have gone to work in earnest. 

This afternoon the directors of the 
chamber of commerce convened to give 
the matter a consideration and the di8s- 
cussion developed the fact that the 
amount of money necessary to add to the 
$11,000 could be .secured. The question 
was discussed in all its details and was 
finally disposed of by a determination 
that a consultation should be held with 
the national government. 

The directors then suggested that Hon. 
Harry Edwards, postmaster; Professor 
Martin, president of the chamber of 
commerce; Eugene Anderson, secretary 
of the chamber of commerce and city 
editor of the Macon News, and Hon. 
Bridges Smith, mayor, should, in har- 
mony with a similar committee to be 
named by Mayor Smith, visit Washing- 
ton and debate the plans considered with 
the proper officials there. 

During the session of the board of al- 
Germen tonight the action of the cham- 
ber of commerce was reported and a 
résolution was.adopted directing Mayor 
Smith to name a committee of five to 
accompany the committee from the cham- 
ber of commerce to Washington. . 

The idea prevalent with those inter- 
ested here is to secure from the ciiy the 
site indicated. Then with an apprpria- 
tion from the chamber of commerce, an- 
other from the board of aldermen and 
private subscriptions, and the $11,000 of 
government money. erect an auditorium 
which would be a credit for all time, net 
only to the city of Macon and to tae 
state of Georgia. but to the entire south.

HAMROCK Ill PROVES 
-. TO BE LIGHTNING FAST 
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New Challenger Easily 


Outsails Shamrock [--In 
Fine Weather New Yacht Is the Fastest Ever 


- Built To Try for America’s Cup. 


Govrock, Scotland, March 31.—The 
Shamrock III had a trial spin today 
and showed herself superior to the Sham- 
rock I on all the points of sailing on 
which she was tested. The, yachts were 


| out five hours and experts expressed the 
| Opinion that the new boat demonstrated 


that in fine weather she is by far the 
fastest challenger yet sent out. The trial 
was entirely in light winds and smooth 
water, but under these conditions the 
challenger beat the Shamrock I. The 
latter’ was never before beaten under 
Similar conditions on either side of the 
Atlantic. The new challenger proved re- 
markably quick in going about. She 
showed herself a little tender in squalls, 
but sailed with her lee rail just clear 
of the water. 

The wind fell off early In the afternoon 
as the yachts reached out of Rothesay 
bay and along the Bute, where the prin- 
cipal work was done. Shamrock I at that 
time was nearer holding the challenger 
than on any other point of sailing. The 
Shamrock III, however, proved the bet- 
tet boat and gained a Uttle. The yachts 
then squared away and ran across the 
Firth for the Cambrae shore, with little 
difference in their relative positions. 

Off Cambrae the boats, by arrangement, 
rejoined one another and atarted afresh 
‘on a long turn to windward and back 
toward the Rothesay shore. This was 
considered a crucial test and it would 
have been more satisfactory if there had 
been more wind, Dut as it was the Sham- 
rock III behaved excellently, going fast 
and always holding the better wind than 
the older boat. 

On the conclusion of the windward 
work a turn was made south to Rothesay 
bay. The Shamrock I was again allowed 
to go ahead a dozen lengths, after 
which the challenger started in pursuit, 
and, with the boats reaching free in the 
same water and with the wind practically 
affording them level conditions, she not 
only rapidly overhauled her opponent on 
this board, but passed wide to windward 
and in easy reach of about 5 miles gained 
a lead of quite a quarter of a mile. Off 
Cloch Point the challemger dropped her 
stays and thus finished the trial. | 

Sunshine and a light steady breeze had 
succeeded the wild weather of the last 
week and no time was lost in getting 
the two Shamrocks off: Though the 
breeze was light, it was decided not to 
risk anything and the cup challenger’s 
working topsail was accordingly set. The 
Shamrock I followed suit. The challen- 
ger was the first to leave her moorings 
and looked the picture of a racer as she 
headed off shore. Out in Govrock bay the 
wind was so light that the motion was 
more drifting than sailing. The Sham- 
rock III slipped through the water with- 
out leaving a ripple and carried her head 
well up. 

The first time the challenger broke tack 
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CAPTAIN BOB WRINGE, 
Who Has Been Selected by Sir 
Thomas Lipton to Handle Sham- 
rock III. 
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it was apparent that by shortening her 
fin Designer Fife had produced a‘ boat 
which was fast on her heel, even com- 
pared with cup racers. She carried her 
way right through turning and was off 
on her new course while the oMer boats 
would have been still looking at, thus 
showing herself free from the greatest 
weakness of the Shamrock II. There was 
no attempt at a set race. The Shamrock 
I went off over a mile ahead and then 
the sheets were trimmed on both boats 
and the course was laid down the chan- 


nel. 


They both sailed faster as they both got 
a better breeze and the challenger show- 
ed herself to be a little tender in squalls, 
but she sailed with her lee rail just clear 
of the water. 

She traveled fast and closed steadily 
upon the Shamrock I. Under the moun- 
tainous Cowal peninsula the land breeze 
came through fairly fresh and the yachts 
went down the channel ot what looked 
really like racing tests, in which Sham- 
rock III’s greater speed was demonstrat- 
ed. Sailing in the same water and no 
better served by the wind, the challenger 
closed up on her rival as the boats fetch- 
ed down channel, until off Weimys bay 
tne Shamrock III lay better to the wind 
and sailed faster. During this eight miles 
she had closed on the Shamrock 1 b. 
fully a mile, and at the same time had 
edged quite a quarter of a mile further

Amounted to 20,090 Against Estl- 
mates of 13,500 Bales. 


TOTAL DOUBLED LAST YEAR 


Were Very Heavy, New Or- 
leans Alone Clearing Over 41,000 
Bals—Closed 6 to 10 Points 
Ligher—Stocks Active 
and Strong. 


New. York, March 31.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at a decline of 1 point 
to an advance of 5 points, the betterment 
being due to covering, as 4 result of bet- 
ter Livérpool cables. These, on the New 
York close of Monday, were due to show 
e@ decline of a partial 2 points, but were 
about 1 point higher at the time of the 
local opening. This influence, however. 
was soon offset by. the prospects for 
heavy receipts, owing to unexpectedly 
heavy arrivals at New Orleans, amount- 
ing to 20,090 bales, against estimates of 
13,500 bales, and the total port receipts 
turned out 31,903 bales, against 14,761 bales 
last year. The heavy movement and the 
better weather south brought about re- 
newed liquidation and bear pressure, 
which carried values down 7 to 8 points 
on the old crop positions and from 2 to 
5 points on the new crop. At this level, 
however, the decline since the higher 
levels of last week had been considerable 
and shorts became apprehensive that the 
market had been oversold. The buying 
movement thus started was encouraged 
by the.firmness at New Orleans, where 
leading interests were reported to be bid- 
ding tor large blocks of July, and the 
moderate estimates for tomorrows Tre~- 
ceipts at leading points. On the advance 
buying orders were received from the 
south and commission houses turned buy- 
ers, so that prices were rapidly advanced. 
Exports were heavy, amounting to 46,761 
bales, but just before the close there was 
a little realizing, which caused a slight 
setbac The market, however, was finai- 
ly stea@y net 6@10 points higher, that 
level being within 1@4 points of the best 
of the season. Total sales futures esti- 
mated 150,000 bales. 


Review of the New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, March 31.—The spot cot- 
ton market today was very quiet in view 
of the fact that many buyers were making 
the rounds of the sample rooms. Most of 
the factors, however, were holding their 
stocks at prices 1-16 to 1-8c above board 
figures and refused to make concessions 
to the purchasing element. Sales 2.100 
bales, including 650 to arrive. Quotations 
unchanged. 

The future market was decidedly quiet. 
At the opening prices were 1 to 3 points 
up. The fluctuations were numerous, 
but the trend of prices was upward, the 
board at the close showing net gains 
of 12 points on May, June, July and Au- 
gust and 8 to 9 points on the more dis- 
tant positions. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, March 31.—The dry goods 
market has been quiet, both at first hands 
and with jobbers.

Chicago, March 31.—Cables came slight- 
ly higher for wheat and the crowd 
bought moderately at the opening. There 
was not much news, and there seems to 
be a tendency to wait for definite crop 
news from the winter wheat belt. So 
far nothing has come from that quarter 
that is distinctly detrimental to the pros- 
pects of a good crop. There are traders 
who would like to sell the market, but 
for the fear the possibilities of a frost 
throughout the middle west. 

Corn had a range of 12-c. Cables came 
slightly higher. Not much interest taken. 
There was some inquiry for export from 
the British isles, but very little closed. 
Corn looks cheap at present prices. 

Oats—Not much excitement in the oats’ 
crowd. The market closed about 1-2c be- 
low opening prices after some good sell- 
ing by McReynolds & Counselman. 

Provisions—Pork slightly lower because 
of a good run of hogs. In other depart- 
ments the dealings were of not much 
consequence, but the market was steady 
at a slight decline. \ 


Atlanta Brokra'ge Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, March 31.—The fluctuations in 
the wheat market today were rather nar- 
row and sentiment throughout was mixed. 
The trade was scattered, however, and 
well balanced. There was much discus- 
sion with referénce to the visible. The 
complications yesterday were erroneous in 
that the decrease was made to appear one 
million greater than it really was, and 
under the circumstances the cdbles were 
rather indifferent. while Ne ork bears, 
who covered their shorts lAst nicht, were 
inclined to put them out afresh this morn- 
ing. The stuff coming out was generally 
well taken. The receipts|were larger and 
the promise is for rather an Increase in 
view of the continued favorable climatic 
conditions. The crop information was 
bearish In almost every detail. The pri- 
mary movemert was moderate, while the 
clearances were fair. Other statistics were 
conflicting, and for that reason they were 
ineffective. There was little evidence of 
clique operations, and pit interests were 
credited with scalping on both sides of 
the account. At the close the impression 
prevailed that the market would continue 
narrow and feverish subject to the dicta- 
tions of the local element. 

Corn was narrow today. The cables 
were dis2ppoirting and the cash and ex- 
port business continued quite slow. The 
weather map was favorable. and while the 
receipts were only moderate, there was 
every reason to look for an increase in 
the mcvement. The grading of the ecnr- 
rent receipts is still rather poor, but the 
elevators and dryers are making quite a 
lot of contract etuff and the local stock is 
now 2,500.09 bushels—auite erougch it 
would seem ccnshiering the level of 
prices. The primary movement today was 
only moderate, and the clearances were 
rather smaller than looked for. The 
western advices were rather bearish in 
Ma they indicated heavier country offer- 
nes. 

Oats were dull and narrow. The trade 
was of local pure and simple, out- 
siders doing very little aside from buying 
small -lots of July on the lower cables.

WHY AMERICA 
LEADS BRITAIN 


Question Is Discussed at 
Meeting of British Iron 
Masters. 


London, March 31.—The British iron 
trade and American competition were the 
subjects of a conference of iron and steel 
manufacturers held in London today with 
the object of considering how best to 
meet the competition of the United States. 
Ebenezer Parks, M. P., of Birmingham, 
who presided, said that while in America 
he was much struck by the number of 
Englishmen who were ocupying respon- 
sible posts in American factories. Many 
of the best inventions, he added, were 
the work of Englishmen. The reason 
England did not adopt labor saving ap- 
pliances was the lack of surplus capital; 
but the English manufacturers would 
have to make greater use thereof and 
“scrap” old machinery more readily if 
they desired to be abreast of the times. 

Mr. Parker also spoke of the necessity 
for approaching business men as consuls 
as was done by the United States and ad- 
vocated a reform of the present free 
trade system and closer trade relations 
within the empire as a means of meeting 
the “‘American onslaught.’’ 

A number of papers were read by the 
commissioners of the iron trade associa- 
tion who were sent to America, the gen- 
eral trend of which in effect that the bet- 
ter part of the iron and steel industry 
occupied an unassailable position, al- 
though pending the development of the 
resources of Canada and other colonies. 
A period of serious competition and in- 
vasion from the United States is to be ex- 
pected. 

One of the commissioners who had just 
returned from the United States said he 
considered the preponderance of the 
United, States Steel Corporation as being 
well for the European trade as the cor- 
poration would do its utmost to main- 
tain the present prices at which the 
British manufacturers could undersell 
the American product.

This phase of the situation 
will be closely watched and if enough 
work is sent away to warrant such a step 
the Atlanta typographical union will car- 
ry its fight to every point where Atlanta 


work is sent. 

President Lynch, of the International 
Typographical Union, is expected in At- 
lenta Thureday morning. He will look 


over the status of affairs and advise the 
local union. If any overtures of settle- 
ment are made -by the employing printers 
in the meantime they will probably be 
referred to President Lynch. 

“We are prepared to carry this fight on 
indefinitely, however,”’ said C. C. Houston 
yesterday. ‘The local job offices are turn- 
ing out absoiuwtely nothing, and as fast 
as they get new men in here we/are per- 
suading them to jcin us. Thé union men 
who are on a strike are not suffering and 
will not. 

“The job printers’ scale is so low in 
Atlanta that the benefits from the local 
and from the International union ere in 
some instances even more than the man 
who receives them would earn in a week 
if he, were at work.”

MOLTEN METAL 
COVERED MEN 


Seventeen Killed and Injured 
by Explosion. of 
Furnace. 


— 


Pittsburg, March 31.—OQne dead, seven 
not egpected to live, two missing, and 
seven others so badly burned and disfig- 
ured to be almost unrecognizable, was 
the terrible result of an explosion in a 
biast furnace “I” of the Edgar Thomson 
steel plant of the Carnegie company at 
Braddock, Pa., early today. 

The name of the dead. man is given as 
John Smith, probably an Anglicized form 
of his proper name, The others have 
not been yet identified, 


As far as can be learned the explosion 
was due to a supposed defect in the elec- 
trical department of the furnace. Dur- 
ing the night. the furnace worked un- 
satisfactorily and about daylight a num- 
ber of men were sent .to the top. to re- 
pair. the trouble which wes located at the 
“bleaker.’’ At the same time the dis- 
covery was made that,. the automatic 
electrical equipment was out of order and 
additional men were detailed to locate 
the trouble. 3 

While seventeen men were at work 
either at the top or bottom, a ‘“‘hang’’ in 
the furnace was found and before the 
alarm could be given, there was a terrific 
explosion of gas and the workmen were 
envelopd in a rain of molten metal. coke 
and lime, which burned the clothing from 
their bodies. and rendered them uncon- 
scious, Notwithstanding the danger of a 
second explosion, a party was organized 
and the men rescued from their peril- 
lous position. Only fifteen could be 
found, however, and_ it is not known 
whether the two missing wer blown into 
the furnace or are wandering about the 
district in a semi-demented condition.

Government by Workingmen a Fail- 
ure, 

Leslie's Weekly: The theory that a city 
composed largely off workingmen can be 
best governed by workingmen themselves 
has not been justified In practice In the 
case of Ansonia, Conn;:,.a city of 13,000 in- 
habitants, which elected a workingman 
as its mayor a-‘year ago last December 
and gave him a board of aldermen of the 
same kind to help him carry out his ideas. 
The net result of one year’s experiment 
with trades union government has been 
the loading down of the city with ‘an 
enormous tax rate with nothing to show 
for it except a shortage in the tax col- 
lector’s account, the demoralization of the 
local fire department, a large number of 
Hlegal appointments to office,.and an. in- 
dictment hanging over the head of the 
mayor himself for conspiracy against pri- 
vate property.
